since mid-December. That the production bottom has 
already been passed, and the future will see a gradual 
strengthening, now appears certain. 

Much of the current upswing is attributed to Chrysler 
divisions’ resumption of operations after a three-week 
layoff during the holiday season. Similar increases are 
also noted this week at Hudson, where production gets 


under way in earnest on the new low-priced model, and 


likewise in several General Motors divisions. 

With Lincoln-Zephyr assembly lines speeded about 15 
per cent, following record December sales, the Ford 
group total also takes a spurt this week to 22,080 units 
as against 21,525 last week and approximately 30,000 in 
the corresponding week of 1937. Of this number, Ford is 
expected to turn out 21,500 jobs, Lincoln-Zephyr about 
550 and Lincoln around 30 cars.

Although only seven states so far have 
been heard from, thereby making an 
estimate almost impossible, ADN be- 
lieves December passenger car sales: 
will not go much over the 200,000 mark, 
when final tabulations are completed. This projection 
is based on the fact that the seven states reported thus 
far show only 9,058 registrations compared with 13,699 
for December, 1936. Based on 327,303 sales made in 
December, 1936, these early reports would indicate a final 
total for December, 1937, of approximately 225,000 units. 

However, since the states reported to date may not be 
representative of the trend in December, the final total 
for the month may be changed entirely when missing 
states are accounted for.
